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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Claims 1-14 are considered allowable since when reading the claims in light of 
the specification, as per MPEP §21 1 1 .01 , none of the references of record alone or in 
combination disclose or suggest the combination of limitations specified in independent 
claims, including an invention of a machine-based method comprising receiving 
historical multi-dimensional data representing multiple source variables to be used as 
an input to a predictive model of a commercial system, the source variables including 
nominal variables or ordinal variables (defined at e.g. If 0005). 

Specifically, independent claims 1, 6 and 8 disclose assigning a status to each 
source variable, the status comprising the variable being a predictor primary variable or 
a transformed variable (defined at e.g. If 0032); applying a first set of transformations to 
the source variables, the first set of transformations being selected to increase 
predictive power (defined at e.g. If 0209); and applying a second set of transformation to 
the data, the second set of transformations being selected based on strength of 
measurement represented by a variable (defined at e.g. If 0004). 

A practical application of the invention is in the field of applied targeted marketing 
(defined at e.g. If 0002).
